Claims 1, 2 and 4 
Documents 1 to 3 

The inventions set forth in claims 1, 2 and 4 do 
not involve an inventive step in the light of documents 1 
to 3 cited in the international search report. 

Document 1 does not specifically mention whether 
the copper yarns and aluminum yarns that constitute the 
fabric have the laminated structure that is set forth in 
claim 1 of the present application. However, documents 2 
and 3 disclose laminated yarns identical to the yarns of 
the inventions set forth in the present application, 
which were obtained by forming metal layers upon resin 
films by means of vapor deposition, bonding said films to 
one another by means of an adhesive so that the metal 
layers are positioned on the inside of the films in order

citations and explanations supporting such statement 

to prevent the oxidation or the chlor idat ion of the metal 
by the bleaching agent or the like, and then cutting the 
resulting structure into yarn-shaped pieces. Such being 
the case, it would have been easy for a person skilled in 
the art to conceive of employing the laminated structure 
that is disclosed in document 2 or document 3 as the 
structure for the yarns in the invention disclosed in 
document 1 . 

Claims 3 and 4 
Documents 1 and 4 

The inventions set forth in claims 3 and 4 do not 
involve an inventive step in the light of documents 1 and 
4 cited in the international search report. 

Document 1 does not specifically mention whether 
the button-shaped solid member, which was obtained by 
adhering copper and aluminum to a plastic member, has the 
laminated structure that is set forth in claim 3 of the 
present application. However, document 4 discloses 
laminated members that were obtained by forming metal 
layers upon resin films by means of vapor deposition, 
bonding said films to one another by means of an adhesive 
so as to form a sandwich structure with the metal layers 
positioned on the inside of the resin films in order to 
prevent the oxidation or the chloridation of the metal by 
the bleaching agent or the like, and then pulverizing the 
resulting sandwich structure. Such being the case, it 
would have been easy for a person skilled in the art to 
conceive of employing the laminated structure that is 
disclosed in document 4 as the structure of the solid 
members in the invention disclosed in document 1.
